While favorable 
weather conditions were a stimulus 
to winter building operations, the re- 
ports of architects and contractors in- 
dicate a large increase in buildings 
planned for construction during the 
early months ot the present jear 
Thus 2 341 permits issued during Jan- 
uary and $7,403,006 estimated cost of 
new buildings, is in line with the an- 
nounced building program for 1923.

Post-war liquidation was definitely 


halted last year and the business re- 
vival at once began, the report de- 
clared. 


"The period of liquidation came to 


an end shortly after the middle of the 
past year and in the early autumn 
renewed demands of business and ag- 
riculture caused increased borrow- 
ings both at member banks and fed- 
eral reserve bank," the report de- 
clared. 
"Just as the liquidation in. 1921 first 


affected the large cities of the east 
and was slow in gathering momentum 
in agriculture districts, so the - in- 
creased borrowing of the last five 
months has been most marked in the 
eastern industrial sections," the re- 
port continued. 


"The year 1922 was a year of al- 


most continuous recovery from the 
disorganized markets and depressed 
business conditions resulting 
from 


the abrupt price declines of 1920. 


"Prices and prohibition both in- 


creased, but the production of basic 
commodities increased at a more rap- 
id rate than the level of prices, and 
at the end of the year the output of 
industry was greater than at any time 
since 1920. 
"While the revival of 1922 has been 


primarily industrial 
in 
character 


there has also "been a decided im 
provement.in the agriculture situa 


1 tion. The farm value of most of the 
important crops was larger than in 
the previous year 
owing both to 


great yields and higher prices. Prices 
of agriculture of products are still 
out of line but a readjustment has 
been in process during the year. 


"The incompleteness of the agri 


culture revival is partly explained by 
the disorganization of European mar- 
kets, since the prices of agriculture 
products are more dependent upon an 
export demand than prices of other 
classes of commodities."

UPHEAVALS IN STAR 


INCREASE ITS SIZE 


Professor Frost Believes That Parts 


of Beta Ceti Have Become De- 


tached Thru Internal 


Action. 


WILLIAMS BAY, Wis., Feb. 28.— 


Terrific internal upheavals in the 
star Beta Ceti have increased its 
size from two to three times, scien- 
tists at the Yerkes observatory of the 
University of Chicago declared today. 


All instruments used in astral ob- 
servations, were trained on the phe- 
nomena. "^It is visible 
jl" here by day 
light for only a -short time in the late 
afternoon. Because of the movement 
of the earth its observation is daily 
becoming more difficult. 


Prof. Edwin B. Frost, director of 


the observatory who saw the star for 
a short time under rather hazy condl 
tions said: 


"From my observation I do not be- 


lieve the sudden brilliancy in the star 
was caused by any external influence. 


"The phenomena is the result cf in- 


ternal molecular of atomic action 
causing greater incandescence. How- 
ever, it is not impossible that a part 
of the star- has become detached. 
"I do not believe its brilliancy will 


increase further. 
The phenomena 


was evidently observed on earth two 
or three days ago and in other simi- 
lar cases has reached its maximum in- 
tensity within forty-eight hours." 


Professor Frost stated that it would 


be four or five months before Beta 
Ceti could be seen at night in this 
country. 


"The phenomena is not unknown to 


astronomy altho it is rare that it oc- 
curs in a star as large as Beta Ceti," 
Professor Frost stated. 


An unknown star, now called 


Nova, of the 
Aurloe 
constellation, 


suddenly increased in brilliancy 50,- 
000,000 times within forty-eight hours, 
after it was first seen. Other stars 
have increased 10,000,000 times in 
brilliancy but seldom became visible 
to the naked eye." 


American 
astronomers 
watched 


thru the night for Beta Ceti, the star 
of the Whale constellation that sud- 
denly increased in size and burned 
brightly in the western sky, but only 
at Williams Bay, Wis., was the phe- 
nom&nen observed. 


Inclement weather thruout the east 


prevented the powerful telescopes of 
Sarvard and other universities from 
disclosing what was going on, but 
scientists in general agreed with 
those of Paris, Athens and the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, that Beta 
Celi,i 


:ormerly comparatively obscure, had 
bred tip from causes not vet de- 
termined. They agreed that the phe- 
nomenon probably would be of short 
duration. 


Many leading astronomers believed 


a dark planet had collided with Beta 
Ceti, causing the latter to burn with 
unusual intensity. Others, including 
Professor Frost, who saw the "new" 
star, aad Professor Russell of Priuce- 
toa, think it may have passed thru 
a nebula and caused panicles to fall 
upon its surface and blaze op for a 
brief whOe. 


All the leading scientists agreed 
there was no danger to the eatth in 
Jhe present situation, hut Professor 
Stuart of Princeton pointed out that 


the sun passed hru a nebula similar 


to that which Beta Ceti seems to hare 
encountered, there would be a flaring 
up which would wither life or 
the 
earth instantly.

Senate Passes Bill to Prohibit Dis- 


eased, Imbeciles and Insane 


From Obtaining License. 


The senate passed S. F. 92, the 


eugenic marriage law, by a vote of 
30 to 0, Alien, Larkin and Kilklns be- 
ing absent. This bill was Introduced 
by Hastings and others 
It prohibits 


the marriage of persons afflicted with 
social diseases or who have been ad- 
judged imbeciles or adjudged afflicted 
with hereditary epilepsy or hereditary 
Insanity. No machinery for deciding 
the existence of such diseases is pro- 
vided in the bllL It also requires ten 
days notice for the issuance of a 
certificate to marry, but county judges 
are authorized to waive this notice if 
they deem it best to do so. A pro- 
vision declaring common law mar- 
riages void was stricken from the bill.

The maintenance bill differs from

Six Excellent Recipes for Soaps Made of Lcaoe*. 


OUPS made of teawe are economical 


and make a pleasing change, on the 
home menu. Tbe materials of which 


the soops are made are those which 
often, go to waste even in families where 
there is need of economy. The house- 
wife -who once learns to save leaves will 
be surprised to find how many epod 
cooking materials she has been wastmg. 
Let us consider celery leaves first. In 
trimming celery for the table, cut off 
all the leaves, tops and outer, rough 
stalks, leaving, the best of the stalfc~"for 
the table. 'Wash the leaves and trim- 
mings in a strainer, then chop them 
coarsely. They are then ready for ose. 


Celery Soap- 


Take the prepared celery leaves and 


add to them a chopped onion, a few 
sprays of parsley, a whole, scraped car- 
rot, a quart of water and a cupful of to- 
mato jnice. Stew this mixture gently 
until the onions and carrot are done, lift 
the carrot and strain the soup. Return 
the soup to the pot and add the sliced 
carrot, a small cupful of boded rice, a 
tablespoonful of sugar, a teaspoonful of 
salt, and a saltspoonfol of pepper. Heat 
this soup after the scasoninc and rice 
have been added, and serve- If there is 
no tomato juice at hand, use a capful 
of milk instead of a cupful of stock. 


Beet Leaf Soup. 


Cut tbe fresh leaves and st.ema.JCrom 
aeeta before boiling. 
After washing' 
them well, put them into a pot with 
three pints of water, a sliced onion, half 
a bud of garlic and half a bay leaf. Boil 
this mixture gently until the onion is 
tender.

Shortage Exists Now in This De- 


partment — Simpson and Thomson 
Best in Fast Decade. 


By Jackson V.' Scholz. ' 


NEW YORK, Feb. 28.— The United 
States is not producing high hurdlers 
n the same proportion that other 
track and field athletes are being de- 
veloped.

•filgned supreme in this event only 
wo really great hurdlers have been 
iroduced in the hist ten years. 


Two Great Hurdlers. 


Robert L Simpson' of the University

Thomson, altho he received his train- 
ing in the United States, represented 
Canada in the Olympic games, and is 
technically a Canadian. 


There have been other topnotch 


men, of course, such as Harold Baron, 
Walker Smith, Jack Watt and Carl 
Johnson. But even these, none of 
whom ever approached Thomson's 
time by two-fifths of a second, con- 
stitute a surprisingly small group as 
compared to other track athletes who 
have turned in times within two-fifth 
of a second of the world's record in 
their special events. 


Requirement* are -Many. 


The scarcity of hurdlers of this 


calibre may be explained in several 


ways. In the first place it is per- 
haps the most exacting of track or 
field events. Pew events run to type. 
That is, men of almost any build may 
be able to run at various distances 
and in the field events there Is al- 
ways a large discrepancy among the 
stars. But the high hurdles require 
a certain type, the ideal of which is 
indeed a rare specimen. 


In the first place he must be big 


in body as well as tall, because a 
world of power is the first "essential. 
Next, he must have speed and speed 
is uncommon in Dig men. The spring 
of a high jumper is the next require- 
ment as bis speed and strength would 
be useless without it And when the 
phyiscal qualifications have been sat- 
isfie^d he must possess temperament 
suitable to hours of training and ap- 
plication. 


Coaches Do Not "Compre—" 


Aside from the fact that it is hard 


to find men of this type, the'finer 
points of the hurdling form used by 
^Thomson and Simpson are thoroly un- 
derstood 
by 
comparatively 
few 


coaches which is another reason why 
real hurdlers are rare. 


Even tho the performances of other 


first class hurdlers have been dwarfed 
by the accomplishments of these two 
men and have therefore gone more or 
less unheralded, the fact remains that 
other events are crowded with talent 
while a good hurdler is almost a 
novelty.

FRISHOLZ A JOOD CITIZEN 


Cotanbnt Han Who Died Suddenly 


Will Be Missed From Com- 


munity Activities. 


COLUMBUS, Neb., Feb. 28.—God- 


frey Frisholz, sixty-sir years old, who 
dropped dead on the sidewalk from 
apoplexy, was born in Germany in 
1857- 
He came to America when 


eighteen years old, locating in Wis- 
consin. In 1877 he came to Columbus 
and served as clerk in the dry goods 
and clothing stores, learning the busi- 
ness and saving his money that he 
might some day enter business for 
himself. 
In 1884 he formed a part- 


nership with his brother, Alois Fris- 
holz. 
They established a clothing 


and shoe store under the name of 
Frisholz Brothers, which they have 
conducted successfully ever since. 
His death came as a distinct shock 


not only to his family, but to all of bis 
friends. Few men evidence more con- 
structive interest in their home com- 
munitieB than did Mr. Frisholz in 
Columbus. 
An immigrant boy who 


thru thrift'and strict honesty in his

REALTORS HEAR OF SCHOOLS 


George Woods Explains Increasing 


Costs and Difficulty of Keeping 


TTp With Population. 


Something of why -the Lincoln 


schools are so expensive was ex- 
plained to the realtors board Wednes- 
day by George Woods of the boarc 
of education. Mr. Woods illustrated 
his talk with a number of charts show- 
ing graphically the increase in scoho 
population, the accomplishments of 
the building program,- the proportions 
of modern and unsatisfactory build- 
ings and a variety of other facts bear- 
in on the subject Comparing Lincoln 
with fifty-two other cities ranging 
from 40,000 to 100,000 in population 
Mr. Woods showed that many more 
children go to school in Lincoln than 
in the average of the fifty-two cities 
and that children stay in schoo' 
longer. This is aprtly accounted for 
by the numbers of families coming to 
Lincoln directly on account of schoo 
advantages. But three cities In the 
fifty-two made as good a showing, one 
each in Texas, California and Mas-

Chairman Dysart of thu house 


udiciary committee has prepared for 
.he study ot members during the 
vacation taken until March 5th a 
summary of the legislation proposed 
with respect to the code. , The sum- 
maries consist of a number of type- 
written pages, which gives the three 
alternatives, keep the code as it is, 
amend it as the republican 
caucus 


>roposes or change it around as the 
;overnor insists should be done. 


"There are two-logical methods ol 


code construction. ,,pne is to' take a 
subject, as 1'or instance 
agriculture; 


and group around that, anything that 
would apply to that subject and create 
an independent department with com- 
pete governmental machinery down 
.o supervisors and inspectors, and do 
.he same with/each other subject so 
that each subject haa its complete law 
enforcement machinery. The other 
ogical plan is to classify govern- 
mental activities not according to sub- 
ects, but according to functions per- 
formed. 


"The present code, with which all 


are more or less familiar, was built on 
;he first plan, giving us six code 
leads; each department being largely 
independent of the others. Under this 
plan," it is believed by many that there 


considerable duplication of work 


done by various departments, 
the 


State College of Agriculture, 
and 


other state departments, as well as a 
duplication of work done by Inspect- 
ors. "While the amount of duplication 
s probably considerably overdrawn, 
there undoubtedly is some which can 
readily be eliminated by the adoption 
of the local department plan that is 
pending before the present legislature. 


'The three department plan re- 


duces the number of paid secretaries 
from six to three, and yet ajms to re- 
:ain every element of business ef- 
Iciency contained in the code and 
eliminate all possibility of duplica- 
tion. 


"This is accomplished by classify- 


ing the activities of the state accord- 
ing to functions. The natural division 
of the state's activities is in three 
classes. The accounting system of 
the state which-puts business prin- 
ciples into state government, the 
things owned by the state and things 
supervised and controlled by 
the 


state. 


"The governor's plan distributes 


the work formerly done by the sir 
code departments among nine new de- 
partments created by him, in each of 
which he is the executive head and 
he appoints deputy heads of these de- 
partments 
at salaries aggregating 


$26,750 a year, and, distributes other 
parts of the work among other de- 
partments. 
To understand his plan 


we must analyze thirteen bills. 
'It is worthy of mention that these 


bills were prepared by clipping' from 
the statutes the sections of law now 
under,the code, making no change, as 
a rule, except such as is necessary to 
transfer it to the new department 
heads created, so that the law on the 
statute hooks, under which the code 
officers have acted, is retained by the 
governor; the principal change being 
that he has, retained in-the governor 
all power of appointing and removing 
employes and fixing the salary of all 
appointees, except the department 
heads which he enumerates. Can you 
discover, from reading these bills, 
how anything is going to be saved to 
the taxpayers? 


'An analysis of the departments 


created by the governor's bills and the 
powers retained in himself, as gover- 
nor, as distinguished from a member 
of the executive council, clearly show 
that there is no real function left to 
be performed by the executive''councll, 
and if it functions at all it will be

THE HOME WEDDING. 


The home wedding is less expen- 


sive than the church wedding, and is 
generally more informal. Unless tho 
house is very largo it is of necessity 
less formal, for there must bo iewer 
guests. They arc in closer proximity 
to each, other and besides, the atmos- 
phere of one's own home Is less for- 
mal than that of a church. In my 
opinion, tho a home wedding may be 
very pretty and appealing, it can 
never have quite the solemnity or im- 
preaaive beauty that a church wed- 
ding, when rightly handled, can have. 


From the large number of letters I 


have received from readers of my ar- 
ticles I have gathered that many peo- 
ple are confused in their conceptions 
of what really constitutes an infor- 
mal wedding. If my personal opinion 
were asked, I should say that if I 
were to be married at home, I should 
have my wedding as simple as pos- 
sible, (which does not mean that it 
cannot be lovely), and I should call it 
informal. 


But let me answer one of my cor- 


respondents' questions immediately. 
No matter how informal the wedding, 
no matter how few the guests, the 
bride may always wear a veil pro- 
vided she wears a white dress. A girl 
may wear a veil and orange blossoms 
but once in her lifetime, and the only 
thing to prevent her is her own desire 
to be married in a colored dress. 
It a girl'is married in a traveling! 


dress or even a light-colored one it 
presupposes a very informal wedding, 
ind consequently she has not more 
than one attendant Also if bride does 
not wear the wedding dress and veil, 
It is usual for her to wear a hat. 


The home wedding is usually man- 


aged in much the same manner as a 
cnurch wedding, perhaps the only dif- 
ference being that the bride does not 
have as many bridal attendants. As a 
general rule it is possible for her to 
have only from two to four ushers, 
from one to four bridesmaids and a 
maid or matron of honor. 


At a home wedding the bride's 


mother receives the guests and the 
father rarely appears until he brings 
his daughter into the room for the 
ceremony. The bridal procession en- 
ters in precisely the same way that 
it enters the church. 
The Assembling of the Bridal Party. 


For this reason the second floor of 


the house is usually reserved for the 
assembling of the bridal party. When 
it is time for the ceremony the ushers 
come down the stairs first, then the 
bridesmaids, maid of honor, and last 
the bride leaning on her father's arm. 
If the bride's father is not living and 
she lias no .brother to do this office, 
she comes in -walking with her 
mother, who stands behind her thru- 
out the ceremony as is the custom for 
the father. 
This is the same in a 


church wedding. 


A room should be provided, prefer- 


ably on the same floor where the cere- 
mony will take place, where the cler- 
gyman-may don his surplice and 
after the ceremony remove it 
This 


room also serves- as a reception room 
for the bridegroom and the .best man. 


It is always an advantage when the 


room in which the ceremony is per- 
formed has two entrances. The main 
or hall entrance is then used by the 
bride and her attendants and the 
other by the clergyman, the bride- 
groom and the best man. 


The furniture'is usually moved out 


entirely or is pushed up against the 
•wall. It Is not customary to provide 
seats for guests at a home wedding 
except for old people. They stand 
while other guests arrive, and remain 
standing thruout the ceremony and 
reception. 


At one end of the room is an impro- 


vised altar of flowers, prayer bench 
and perhops a small railing. The 
bridegroom enters with his best man

A talk on applied botany was given 


by Prof. J. W. Crist of the University 
of Nebraska botany department. The 
development of the botanical science 
was sketched from days when it cen- 
tered chiefly about flowers and was 
left almost entirely to women, to the 
modern practical science which takes 
ia the fall needs of mankind. ProJes- 
sor Crist showed that clothing, food 
and almost all other neers of -man 
were dependent upon plant growth. 
He told of the wonderful strides made 
in plant breeding. He said the value ol 
one kind ot Nebraska spring wheat 
obtained thru crossing two -varieties, 
was more than sufficient reward for 
all the experiment work Ol the kind in 
the state. Nebraska has obtained the 
earliest spring wheat ia the world and 
also the earliest winter wheat in the 
•world thru plant-breeding or by way 
of selection. 
Professor Crist showed samples of 


wheat and also various kinds of corn 
improved thro scientific botany. He 
told how cotton in tie sonti had 
br<»d to resist fungus; of what is be- 
ing done for forestry; of tie assisl- 


*• tie botanist is ia preventing the 


•a-rong kind of crops to be planted by 
£>«••«• settlers; aad of experiments now 
under way to breed up milkweed lo 
obtain rubber.

has formulated proposed amendments 
to S. P. 105 or to H. R. 272 on the 
same subject 
These amendments 


will be studied during the recess 
which ends next Monday. The amend- 
ments embody much that was in a. 
substitute bill recently prepared. They 
\vilJ be made to fit into S. F. 105 
which amends the bank guaranty law. 


It is proposed in the amendments 


to use the bank guaranty for no other 
puipose than to pay depositors of 
laiied banks. The guaranty is not to 
be drawn upon to pay any expenses 
of an advisory board of bankers. 
Such expenses are to be paid out of 
the banking department funds. 


Time certificates of deposit will not 


be paid until due, if^a bank falls, ac- 
cording to .the. proposed amendments. 


Whether or not the guaranty fund 


can be used for bolstering up a bank 
that .has been .taken possession of by 
the department is under consideration 
by the senate committee.- Receivers 
certificates' are 'treated as in S. F. 
165. That part of the house bill 
which'originally provided that these 
certificates may- be purchasable by 
trust company funds or public funds 
was stricken out by the house. 


The senate committee contemplates 


by amendment an advisory banking 
commission to comprise seven, one 
elected by each of toe bankers' groups, 
but terhave no power unless they are 
made ;examlnera by the state depart- 
ment.-or called in by that department 
for service.

Speaker of the House Says What 


State Needs Is Less Politics and 


Political Dishonesty and 


More Sincerity. 


Admitting that the tax question is 


the overpowering issue at this time, 
A. N. Mathers of Gering, speaker of 
the house of representatives, is cer- 
tain, in his own mind, that any reduc- 
tion program must be safe, sane, 
sound and sensible. In an interview 
Wednesday he declared that what the 
state needs is more honesty and com- 
mon sense and less politics, less po- 
litical dishonesty and less deception.

MEN AND THINGS 


There la a lot of talk In the farm papers about the 


county fairs and the necessity they say exists for clean- 
Ing them up. Particular criticism is devoted to the 
amusement features, more particularly the fakers who 
follow these fairs around like a Chautauqua lecturer 
does In his own particular orbit. Many of these are 
pictured as pretty tough chaps who are out to do the 
farmer patrons as their experiences dictates to be easy. 
The old street carnival type of shows Is quite prevalent 
In this circuit, the food Joints would never pass sani- 
tary expert Inspection, and fake magazine solicitors 
abound. Amusement is admittedly necessary, but there 
Is a growing demand for a censorship more strict than 
now exists, where concession money Is the one source 
of revenue that makes the difference between a profit 
01 a deficit for the fair. 


The 1922 figures show that the railroads of the coun- 


try earned 4.14 per cent on a twenty billion dollar val- 
uation, which Is not seriously criticised for being much 
out of the way when It comes to actual Investment of 
dollars. That Is below the 6^4 per cent that the Inter- 
stats commerce commission found to be reasonable. In 
the face of these figures, we wonder what will the fel- 
low say who has been so clamorously damning the gov- 
ernment because It guaranteed the roads^ 6 per cent. 
The fact Is the government limited, but did not guar- 
antee In the sense that It promised to make good any 
deficiency. 


Roads like the TJnlon Pacific and Burlington made 


much more than 6 per cent on their Investments. Just 
how much they did make Is not easily susceptible of 
analysis by a laymen, but apparently 15 to 20 per cent 
was secured by these two roads. The reason Is they 
are better managed and better located. The average 
earnings were cut down to 4.14 per cent because a lot 
of the lame duck roads are Included in the summary. 
Under the theory of regulation we do not permit one 
road to charge more than another does for a similar 
service, and also we aim to make rates high enough to 
properly reward all transportation companies. That is 
why some make a return larger than Is proper. No- 
body seems to have devised a way of correcting this 
condition without bringing down a lot of new evils on 
the people. 


Whan the mental machinery shows signs of being 


gummed up, It Is always advisable to buttress one's 
own opinions with those of others'. Samuel Adams in- 
Yesttgated light wines and beer sales on his recent trip 
•broad, and he says: "I found that in countries such as 
Norway, Sweden, Belgium and Finland, where the sale 
of whisky, gin, brand}, etc., was prohibited, or where 
the sale was supposed to be controlled by a permit sys- 
tem, or sale allowed only in bottles not to be opened on 
the premises, that the strong alcoholic drinks were sold 
illegally and freely at cafes, hotels, beer gardens and 
other places that were licensed to sell only light wines 
and beer. My investigations show that it is impossible 
to separate the sale of light wines and beer from lhat 
of the strong alcoholic drinks and that in places where 
light wines »nd beer were permitted to be sold, there 
were to he found many Immoral women who frequented 
them to secure their victims. In other words, the places 
that could legally sell only light wines and beer, were 
flagrantly violating the laws of their country, and were 
securing a large part of their revenue and profit, irom 
the illegal sale of unlawful liquors. 


One of the striking statements of Miss Maude E. Hoy- 


den. In her address the other evening, was that fear is 
the mother of cruelty. She said this Is the course 01 
answering a question as to the wisdom of France's in- 
vasion of the Ruhr valley. France, she says, is ter- 
rorized as to the future. She visualizes a regenerated 
Germany, animated by a hatred that can be satisfied 
only by a war of revenge beljpre which France knows 
She cannot successfully stand alone. It is this fear that 
has usurped'the seat of wisdom and is responsible for 
the cruelties of the campaign in the Ruhr, says Miss 
Royden. It Is the most reasonable explanation. 


We hear much of religious freedom, but the greatest 


unshackling of believers came about when men and 
women refused to longer hold to the idea of a revenge- 
ful God, one who would visit sickness and death on those 
who do not follow his commands. Rationalism teaches 
us quite truthfully that what happens to us is the 
aatnral result of our own acts. If we violate a law of 
health we must expect that the penalty provided by 
that law will be visited upon us. If we make a bad 
investment we will sustain a loss no matter how devout 
we are. Ungodly men prosper because they obey the 
natural laws that control the things they do, and It Is 
toe spiritual law they violate that will somewhere en 
force its penalty upon them.
